Pres. Eisenhower's 
Policy Speech 


New York, May 31. 


President Eisenhower said today that at- 
tempts to obtain the Soviet Union’s co-operation in 
his plan for a world atomic energy pool had “not 
been productive of the results we seek.” 

Mr Eisenhower added in a speech at the 200th 
anniversary dinner of Columbia University the 
United States was continuing to consult on the- 
plan with the other free nations involved. 

“We intend to proceed with these and all, 
; other like negotiations, confident in the merits of, 
our cause, realistic in our appraisals of Soviet. 
' intention, and assured that 
hopes will survive even the most frustrating series

Mr Elsenhower said his Ad- 
ministration since it took office 
16 monthy ago was “fully aware 
of the ruthless manner in which 
the Communists negotiate (and) 
conscious of the undependabillty 
of thelr agreements.” 

But the Administration  be- 
Yieved this country’s foreign 
policy must be dedicated to un- 
remitting effort for the pre- 
eervatlon of peace, within the 
enlightened self-interest and 
tundamental objectives of the 
‘United States. 

“We knew that evory 
negotiation with the Com- 
munists would be fraught with 
4rops and pitfalls, but we 
Knew too that positive, deter- 
mined day to day toil would 
pay real dividends among the 
{ree nations,” he sald. 

“We sought a rebirth of trust 
among all nations — an en- 
during foundation for a  co- 
operative peace — not a mere 
breathing space {reo from Im- 
minent crisis.” 

Turning to domestic affairs, 
the President called on 
Americans to reject attempts 
to “crush Ideas, mask con- 
victions and view every noigh- 
bour as a possible enemy." 

McCARTHY'S CHARGES 

Mr Elsenhower did not refer 
directly to the Communist- 
hunting Senator Joseph Me- 
Carthy or his investigating 
methods, but he did refer to 
the Senators charges that the 
Democratic Administrations of 
Presidents Roosevelt and 
Trumon were guilty: of “20 
years of treason.” 

“Without exhaustive debato— 
even heated debate—of ideas 
and programmes, free govern- 
ment would weaken and wither.

How It Works 


How doer the ramjet work? 
First, suppose a ramjet is fylng 
at aospeed of Mach 2, or about 
1,500 mph, at sea level, It Is 
travelling so fast that the adr: 
ahead of it has no warniny of | 
{its approach, A shock wave) 
therefore exists over the nose 
of the engine—-rather Hke the 
pone-shiaped wave of water at 
the prow of a fast-travelling 
speedboat. 

The vone Is made of a very 
thin sheet of alr only about one 
tenth of a thousandth of an 
Inch” thick. Yet although the 
incoming air has only — this 
minute distance to travel, — its 
velocity, as it passes through 
the shock wave, drops from o 
speed of 2,200 ft. per sccond to

This virtually instantancous

Mr J.C. MeRobert. Crown 
Counsel, appeared for — the 
Crown, 

When Ho appeared before His 
Lordship, he stated that he did 
not oin faet steal the wrist 
watches, and that he had been 
compelled to plead guilty. 


MAN'S RECORD 


Ne owas told by Mr Justice 
Reynolds that the Appeal Court 
was concerned only with the ap- 
pellant’s appeal against the 
sentence, and not the cause of 
nis plea one way or the other. 
The prisoner then snid he did 
not think he could suind the 12 
strokes meted out to him, and 
asked $f His Lordship could 
strike off the strokes from the 


sentence, 

Replying to question by 
His Lordship, Crown Coun- 
se] fald that the reason 
why ibe strokes) were — im- 
posed In thly case was perhaps 
ihe fact that the prisoner had a 
record of 10 previous convictions. 
Also, the Magistrate might have 
taken into account this type of 
crime was becoming common 
now days. 

tn dismissing the appeal, Mr 
Justice Reynolds told the ap- 
pellant: “It is a very mean type 
of crlme—especlally when the 
victim is a woman. I think the 
sentence wns fully justified, and 
was not excessive in ony way." 

His Lordship added that this 
particular sort of offence was 
quite hard ¢o detect after the 
felon had run away from the 
scene of his crime.

Externally, deceased had 
three Injuries on his face and 
one to the thigh, Internally, 
witness sald that he founa 
bleeding inside the tissue In 
the region of the brain whlch 
extended to the buick of the 
scalp.

Death was caused by damage 
of the brain substance, subdural 
haemorrhage ond fracture of the 
skull. The injuries, the witness 
testified, were compatible to 
heavy force being applied.to the 
head, or the head coming into 
contact with a hard blunt sur- 
face such us the surface of a 
rond 

Witness agreed with the Pro-~ 
secudon's suggestion that the 
injuries might have been caused 
ax u result of a motor accident. 

PC's EVIDENCE 

Ma Tsun, Police Constable
